2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-128, 134, 135 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2X3), because the prior art only teaches amidoether, amido, 
sulfonamide or sulfamide substituted imidazo-containing compound, and does not teach or fairly suggest the instant hydroxylamine 
substituted imidozo-containing compound. 

Claims 1-128, 134, 135 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus find industrial applicability because tie subject matter 
claimed can be made or used in the pharmaceutical industry as an inducer of cytokine biosynthesis. 
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
